Germany Stripping Austria. 

“It is certain that Austria will be 
ruined when Germany leaves,’’ Otto 
said. ‘‘Even now Germany is strip- 
ping Austria of its forests. 

“I see grave danger in repeating 
the errors of the Versailles and St. 
Germain peace makers and in try- 
ing to revive, independently of each 
other, many of the small states that 
have succumbed during the last 20 
yearss The failure of Poland, one 
of the most powerful of all the states 
created by the peacemakers to sur- 
vive, and of Czechoslovakia to sur- 
vive even 20 years proves the folly 
of a system of setting up smail un- 
protected states alongside powerful 
neighbors. 

“The tendency is and should be to- 
ward a federation of states grouped 
for mutual military, political, eco- 
nomic and social betterment. We 
have before our eyes the splendid 
example of the United States of 
America as proof that the theory can 
be applied practically. But before 
we reach the union of all Europe 
wy must start with a federation of 
Central Europe. 

“T have a firm belief in the res- 
toration of the monarchy in Austria- 
Hyngary at the end of this war. 
With that restoration there could 
be a federation of Central European 
states and each could guarantee its 
aid to protect the integrity of the 
others. 

“There will be no peace in Eu- 
rg@pe and no hope for disarmament 
so long as Russia is armed. A Cen- 
tral European federation must be 
powerful because we have had am- 
ple proof that a desire for peace is 
not sufficient. 

Russia’s Waiting Game. 

“By our geographical location we 
must be the barrier to two modern, 
aggrestive imperialisms — Russian 
and German. It is our duty to halt 
them on two sides. Russia will 
probably try to remain neutral to 
the ene of this war. Then, when all 
other nations are tired out by long 
conflict, Russia will be fresh and 
ardently disposed to extend Bolshe- 
vik imperialism. 

“Economically, a Central Euro- 
pean federation, even though pre- 
dominantly agricultural, could sur- 
vive. It would be a ‘trust’ of farm 
states. Imagine the power of a fed- 
eration that has control of half the 
wheat production of Europe. We 
could raise far more food than we 
require, but with surplus food you 
can obyain anything you want in the 
‘industrial markets. 

“TI see a group of three states— 
Austria, Hungary and Czechoslo- 
vakia—to whick I hope Poland, Ru- 
mania and Yugoslavia will have 
some form of alliance. Thus, the 
federated states, by eliminating eco- 
nomic barriers, will reinforce each 
other without sacrificing any of their 
national integrity or independence.”

WASHINGTON. — The sixteenth 
decennial census is to be greatest 
of all information-gathering projects 


yet attempted by the federal gov- | 


ernment. 

Combined with the decennial cen- 
sus—the Constitution provides for 
an enumeration of United States 
population every 10 years—will be 
the regular five-year agricultural in- 
ventory, the biennial census of man- 
ufacturers and the decennial census 
of mines.

Average Baby Knows Three 
Words at Year-Old Stage 


IOWA CITY.—Research by a child 
welfare expert at the University of 
Iowa revealed that the average baby 
cannot speak at the age of eight 
months and utters a single word at 
10 months. 

On the average the language- 
learning process progresses from 
the first sentence after the fifteenth 
month to 1,500 words at four years, 
according to Dr. Orvis C. Irwin. 

Dr. Irwin’s research showed that 
the child at a year usually has a 
vocabulary of three words and after 
another six months has increased it 
to 20 words. 

“During the next three months it 
will jump to more than 100 and at 
two years it may contain as many 
as 250 words,’’ Dr. Irwin said. 
“From the second year on the words 
will be added at a reduced rate so 
that at three there will be some 900 
words and at four about 1,500.” 

The 10 most frequently used words 
in constructing a sentence, accord- 
ing to Dr. Irwin, are: I, is, it, you, 
that, do, a, this, not and the. 

Nouns and verbs are used more 
frequently than adjectives and con- 
nectives. The research expert said. 
Declarative sentences predominate 
during the first five years, he added.

KANSAS CITY, MO.—Why Mexi- 
cans call Americans ‘‘gringos’’ was 
explained recently by Capt. John B.

The United 
States navy has moved to build the 
nucleus of a powerful fleet of high- 
speed ‘‘mosquito”’ boats for coastal 
patrol as President Roosevelt direct- 
ed creation of a new naval district

Scott-Paine, famous speedboat 
racer, recently demonstrated the 
new ‘mystery’? boats, which rely 
on speed and deception, to Ameri- 
can authorities. They were report- 
ed unofficially as capable of making 
50 miles an hour. 


Building Sub Chasers. 


The new craft, which will be built 
with American labor and materials, 
are in line with the navy’s exveri- 
mental program to develop a type 
of small torpedo boat and subma- 
rine chaser which can be produced 
in mass quickly in an emergency. 
It has building four submarine 
chasers ranging from 110 to 165 feet 
long, and eight motor torpedo boats 
ranging from 54 to 75 feet, all of 
American design. 

The navy plans to concentrate the 
new craft at Norfolk, Va., into a 
special squadron. They will be un- 
der a unified command, and each 
type will be rigorously inspected 
to determine the best type for any 
mass-production program. On the

Such ships might be used to bol- 
ster the neutrality patrol by the 
Coast Guard and navy. The navy 
is now using 73 old World war de- 
stroyers on this patrol. 


‘Tt is hoped that a thoroughly sat- 
isfactory high-speed military motor- 
boat of American design will be de- 
veloped from these ships, but to de- 
velop a prototype for massed pro- 
duction, if that should be necessary, 
both American and British boats 
are to be used in experiments for 
that purpose,” Edison said. “The 
military motorboat received consid- 
erable attention abroad during the 
World war and up to the present 
time.”’

Mexican Relics Found 


Of Ancient Civilization 
SALT LAKE CITY.—Charles E. 
Dibble of the University of Utah 
has in his possession relics he be- 
Neves indicate an archaic civiliza- 
tion flourished near Mexico City be- 
tween 200 B. C. and 400 A. D. 


Dibble found the relics—speci- 
mens of clay and pottery figures and 
jars—while ‘‘kibitizing’’ on con- 
struction of a Mexican federal high- 
way near Mexico City. Dibble said 
when he saw the specimens turned 
over by workmen he asked for and 
was granted permission to search 
for other relics in the dirt. 

Dibble, assistant professor in the 
university archeology department, 
said the new road passes over the 
site of a town that once flourished 
on the shores of an ancient lake 
that was called Lake Texcoco. 


‘Real Son’ of Revolution 
Observes 92nd Birthday 


SOUTH WOODBURY, VT.—Still 
spry and keenly interested in the 
current European war, the only liv- 
ing ‘‘real son’’ of the American Rev- 
olution celebrated his ninety-second 
birthday recently. He is William 
Constant Wheeler, whose father 
fought under Gen. George Washing- 
ton in the war of independence more 


than a century and a half ago. 

The father, Comfort Wheeler, was } 
born at Rehoboth, Mass., March 13, 
1766. He enlisted in April, 1780, at 
the age of 14, and served as orderly 
to Gen. Nathanael Greene. The son, 


William, was born to Comfort’s third 


marriage, which took place when 
Comfort was nearly 80 years old. 
William, a veteran in his own right 


by virtue of his Civil war service, 
lives with his 79-year-old wife, Eve- 
lyn, and their two sons on a 20-acre 
farm on the outskirts of this village.
